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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -20 are pending in the application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In independent claims 1 , 10, 15 and 20, the values of variables R3, R4 and R6-R27 
defined as — -heteroaryl and C5-C7cycroheteroalkyl — are indefinite since the size of 
the ring for heteroaryl group, number and types of heteroatoms present in ring are not 
defined. Also, the term —stereoisomers — is indefinite since it is not clear which 
stereoisomer is being reffered here since there is not even a single example present in 
the specification. The applicants are suggested to delete this term. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the Invention was made. 

5. Claims 1-7 and 15-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Forbes (J. Med. Chem., cited on applicants form 1449 ). 
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Forbes discloses syntliesis and evaluation of a series of pyrazolopyridines with potential! 
anxiolytic activity. The closely related compound, 5d ( see table V on page 2644 ) differs; 
from the instant compounds in having H ( variable R) instead of a phenyl group ( 
variable R4 in the instant compounds ). However, Forbes teaches this interchangeabilityi 
for variable R since compound 5a does have a phenyl group. Therefore, one skilled in ^ 
the art would have been motivated to prepare the instant compounds having phenyl 
group for variable R by modifying compound 5d disclosed by Forbes without affecting 
their utility of anxiolytic activity. Also, the instant claim 20 directed to a process for 
preparing compounds of formula (I) would have been obvious to one skilled in the art 
from the teachings in scheme I on page 2640 disclosed by Forbes for preparing 
compound 5 from compound 3 via intermediate 4.
